“ Although the Red Cross league has 
no formal adulation with the league 
of nations. It is so obviously conceived 
in the spirit of the league thut we in ­ 
corporated its purposes in an article 
of the covenant.

an organized union as soon as the tem­ 
per of the world w ill permit.
